DOMINION  HOMESTEADS.  In  the  southeastern  and 
central  districts,  where  settlement  is  comparatively  thick, 
homesteads  are  rather  few  and  far  between.  The  avail- 
able homesteads  are  principally  in  the  northern  portion  of 
Central  Saskatchewan,  which  is  watered  east  and  west  by 
the  main  Saskatchewan  River  and  by  its  chief  branch,  the 
North  Sask-itchewan.  Northern  Saskatchewan  has  not 
yet  been  opened  up  to  any  extent  for  settlement. 
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How  To  Makb  Sblbction.  Homesteads  in  the  Prairit 
Provinces  are  being  rapidly  taken  up.  It  is.  therefore, 
practically  impossible  to  make  a  selection  by  corres- 
pondence. First  visit  in  person  the  office  of  J.  Bruce 
Walker,  commissioner  of  Immigration,  near  the  C.P.R. 
Station  at  Winnipeg.  Here  maps  can  be  consulted  and 
definite  information  obtained  of  Dominion  Lands  un- 
allotted to  date,  the  character  of  the  soil,  and  a  description 
of  any  district.  Choose  a  locality  and  make  alternative 
selections  of  homesteads,  then  apply  to  the  DomimoD 
Lands  Agent  in  that  locality. 

DOMINION  HOMESTEAD  REGULATIONS.  In  Manl- 
toba.  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta,  land  is  surveyed  into 
townships  6  miles  square,  divided  into  36  sections  of 
640  acres  each.  Sections  11  and  29  are  reserved  for  school 
purposes;  Sections  8  f.ad  26  belong  to  the  Hudson  s  Bay 
Co  Other  sections  are  available  for  homesteadtag. 
Any  person  who  is  sole  head  of  a  family,  or  any  male 
over  18  years  old,  who  is  a  British  subject,  or  declare* 
his  intention  to  become  a  British  subject,  or  a  widow 
with  minor  children  of  her  own  dependent  on  her  for  sup- 
port, may,  on  paying  $10,  obtain  entry  for  a  quarter 
section  (160  acres  more  or  less)  of  Dominion  Lands  in 
Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  or  Alberta.  Applicant  must 
appear  in  person  at  the  Dominion  Lands  Agency  or  sub- 
agency  for  the  district.  Entry  by  proxy  may  be  made 
at  any  agency  tor  a  father,  mother,  son,  daughter,  brother, 
or  sister,  if  eligible,  and  when  duly  authorized  by  the 

Srescribed  form.  Duties:  erection  of  a  habitable  house, 
months'  residence  and  cultivation  of  land  in  each  of  3 
years.  A  homesteader  may  live  within  9  miles  of  his 
homestead  on  a  farm  of  at  least  80  acres,  solely  owned 
and  occupied  by  him,  or  by  his  father,  mother,  son, 
daughter,  brother  or  sister,  or  upon  a  homestead  entered 
for  and  occupied  by  them  within  the  prescribed  distance. 
Before  applying  tor  patent,  homesteader  must  break 
30  acres  and  crop  20.  part  of  work  being  done  each  year. 
If  residing  in  vicinity,  as  stated  above,  he  mu.st  break  60 
acres  and  crop  30. 
Peb-Emption.  In  southern  districts  of  Alberta  and 
Saskatchewan,  a  person  who  has  secured  a  homestead  may 

ere-empt  an  additional  one-quarter  section  adjoining  the 
omestead  or  separated  therefrom  by  only  a  road  allow- 
ance, provided  he  has  not  before  obtained  a  pre-emption 
under  Dominion  Landi  Act.  Entry  fee,  $10.  Duties; 
(1)  Residence  of  6  months  in  each  of  3  years  on  either 
homestead  or  pre-emption.  (2)  Erection  of  a  habitable 
house  on  either  homestead  or  pie-emption.  (3)  Cultiva- 
tion of  50  acres  of  either  homestead  or  pre-emptioo. 
Price  $3  per  acre,  payable  M  at  end  of  3  years  from  date 
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of  entry,  balance  in  5  equal  instalments,  with  intereit  at 
8%.  Under  an  amendment  made  to  the  law  in  1914,  after 
earning  patent  for  his  homestead,  a  settler  who  has  a  pre- 
emption may  obtain  patent  for  such  pre-emption  by 
paying  the  amount  of  the  purchase  price  in  full  and 
•ubmitting  proof  that  he  has  complied  with  all  require- 
ments of  the  Act  up  to  the  date  of  tendering  payment, 
and  that  he  has  cultivated  the  whole  area  of  50  acret 
called  for  in  connection  with  his  pre-emption  entry,  or 
that  he  has  complied  with  the  requirements  with  respect 
to  stock. 

PUSCHASBD  HoMBsTSAD.  In  certain  districts  a  homesteader 
who^has  completed  the  settlement  duties  required  in  con- 
nection with  his  free  homestead,  may  obtain  a  purchased 
homestead,  price  S3  per  acre.  Duties:  (1)  6  months' 
residence  upon  quarter  section  so  entered  in  each  of  3 
years,  subsequent  to  entry.  (2)  Cultivating  50  acres 
thereon.  (3)  Erection  of  house  thereon  worth  1300. 
Entrant  may  reside  on  patented  homestead  if  within  9 
miles. 

SoBSTiTuTioH  •  OF  Stock  tott  Cui,tivation.  Under  the 
recent  amendment  to  the  Dominion  Lands  Act.  the 
ownership  of  live  stock  may  be  substituted  for  cultivation 
in  the  case  of  any  homestead,  pre-emption  or  purchased 
homestead,  if  a  report  from  a  Homestead  Inspector  shows 
that  the  quarter-section  does  not  contain  arable  land 
to  the  extent  required  to  obtain  patent  under  the  regu- 
lations with  respect  to  cultivation. 

DOMINION  SCHOOL  LANDS.  These  comprise  Sections 
11  and  29  in  every  township  in  Saskatchewan.  They  arc 
administered  by  the  Dominion  Government  in  trust  for 
the  province,  and  can  only  be  disposed  of  by  sate  at  pub- 
lic auction  to  the  highest  bidder,  subject  to  a  certain 
ui>set  price. 

Tanm  ot  Sals.  The  sales  are  held  yearly,  provided  the 
conditions  are  favorable,  the  lands  being  first  inspected 
and  valued  to  determine  the  upset  price;  terms^-one- 
tenth  cash  and  balance  in  nine  equal  annual  instalments, 
with  interest  at  5%.  Scrip  or  warrants  are  not  accepted 
in  payment.     There  are  no  settlement  conditions. 

Gkazino  Pskiiits.  Grazing  permits  for  these  lands  are 
granted  annually  at  the  rate  of  four  cents  per  acre. 

LSA3BS.  Leases  of  these  lands  are  issued  (a)  for  coal  mining 
for  a  term  of  twenty-one  years  at  a  rental  of  11.00  per 
acre  and  subject  to  a  royalty  of  five  cents  per  ton;  (b)  for 
petroleum  and  natural  gas  for  twenty-one  years,  subject 
to  a  payment  of  rental  from  the  first  year  at  25  cents  per 
acre  and  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  per  acre  for  the  subsequent 
years;  (c)  for  fire  clav  for  a  term  of  twenty-one  years 
subject  to  rental  at  a  rate  of  $1.00  per  acre,  not  more  than 
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forty  acres  being  leased  to  any  one  person;  «)  for  hay 
purposes  for  a  term  of  Bve  years,  subject  to  the  payment 
of  rental  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  per  acre. 
PBRMiTS  TO  Cut  Timber.  Are  issued  subject  to  the  pay- 
ment of  dues  fixed  by  the  regulations.

FORESTS.     The  northern  forest  contains  white  and  black 
spruce,  larch,  jack  pine,  white  poplar,  balsam,  white  birch. 
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The  white  spruce  grows  to  a  large  size  and  is  chiefly  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  lumber. 

LuMBSRiNO.  North  and  east  of  Prince  Albert,  lumbering  is 
extensively  carried  on.  There  are  4  lumber  mills  at  Prince 
Albert,  others  at  Sturgeon  Lake,  Crooked  River,  Green- 
bush  and  Btoimami.  It  is  estimated  that  9,120  workmen 
found  employment  in  the  lumber  mills  in  1914.  The  total 
output  was  valued  at  S7,602,325.  Thirty-eight  planing 
mills  had  an  output  of  S2,295,,'>94.

PROBpacTiNO  Opportunitibs.  The  northern  portion  of  Sas- 
katchewan consists  of  pre-Cambrian  rocks,  in  which,  in 
Ontario,  Michigan  and  Minnesota,  rich  silicon,  copper, 
iron,  gold,  pyrite,  mica  and  other  mineral  deposits  have 
been  found.  Northern  Saskatchewan  is  practically  %  irgin 
territory  for  the  prospector. 

Clav.  Clay  suitable  for  making  bricks  is  found  in  many 
localities.  At  Estevan  the  clay  deposit  is  underlaid  by 
lignite  coal.  In  the  Djrt  Hills  south  of  Moose  Jaw.  white 
and  grey  clays  of  a  refractory  character  are  found  associat- 
ed with  clay  shales.  By  using  proper  admixtures  of  the 
different  beds,  fire  brick,  pressed  brid.,  sewer  pipe  and 
stoneware  can  be  made. 

COAi,.  Lignites  occur  abundantly  in  the  Estevan  and  the 
Souris  River  field.  Operations  are  carried  on  by  several 
mining  companies.  A  large  field  is  being  opened  by 
branches  of  C.N.R.  and  C.P.R.  near  Wood  Mountains  in 
the  south,  and  promising  reports  ol  discoveries  come  from 
West  of  Saskatoon.  A  colliery  is  operated  40  miles  south 
of  Moose  Jaw.  In  1915  the  output  of  coal  was  232,541 
tons,  of  which  about  one-half  was  shipped  to  Manitoba. 

GI.AM  Sand.  Sand  suitable  for  making  glass  occurs  north 
east  of  Prince  Albert. 

Sold.  Dredging  operations  have  been  carried  on  in  the 
North  Saskatchewan  River  above  Prince  Albert,  with 
some  success. 

Iron.  Clay  ironstone  is  found  near  the  Cypress  Hills,  in 
the  southwestern  part  of  the  province. 

MiNBRAL  P'OMBNTs.  There  is  an  extensive  and  valuable 
deposit  of  pigments  near  Duck  Lake.  Good  samples  oi 
Ochres  have  been  found  about  100  nules  north  of  Lloyd- 
minster,  and  in  other  localities. 

Natural  Gas.  At  Swift  Current,  in  a  well  owned  by  the 
city,  gas  was  struck  in  1914,  at  2,200  ft.     It  has  a  constant 
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flow  of  12  lbs.  to'the  square  inch.     The  gas  is  being  used 

to  heat  the  municipal  hot  houses. 
PaAT.     Peat  bogs  have  been  found  in  the  north  at  Metby 

Lake  and  other  places.

Agriculture 

BEEKEEPING.  Can  scarcely  be  called  an  industry  in  the 
province  as  yet.  There  are  several  apiaries  in  difTerent 
parts,  and  these  are  meeting  with  good  success  and  make 
good  returns. 

DAIRYING.  The  Eastern  and  Northern  parts  of  the  prov- 
ince combine  excellent  grazing  facilities,  with  a  plentiful 
supply  of  good  water  and  are  specially  well  adapted  for 
dairying.  The  industry  is  growing  rapidly  in  man^  of 
these  districts  and  if  good  dairy  stock  could  be  obtained 
at  reasonable  prices  the  growth  would  be  still  greater. 

BuTTBR.  The  butter  industry,  is  in  an  exceptionally  solid 
basis.  The  farmers  own  17  co-operative  creameries,  all 
operated  by  the  Dairy  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, and  there  are  in  the  province  10  creameries, 
privately  owned.  The  output  of  creamery  butter  in  1915 
totalled  about  3,500,000  lbs.  The  probabilities  are  that 
at  least  4,500,000  pounds  will  be  manufactured  during 
1916.  The  cream  received  at  practically  all  of  these 
creameries  is  graded  and  paid  for  according  to  its  quality. 
The  practice  of  this  system  for  the  past  3  years  has  greatly 
improved  the  quality. 

Chebsb.  So  far  only  a  small  amount  of  cheese  has  been 
manufactured.  The  farms  are  large  and  dairymen  are, 
therefore,  widely  scattered,  so  that  to  obtain  a  large 
quantity  of  milk  it  must  be  hauled  long  distances.  This 
makes  the  cost  of  manufacturing  excessive.  On  the  other 
hand,  cream  for  butter  making  can  be  carried  successfully 
by  rail  for  100  miles  or  more. 

Markbtinc.  The  Dairy  Branch  has  in  1916  undertaken 
to  market  the  export  butter  of  privately-owned  creameries 
as  well  as  that  of  the  co-operative  creameries.  Grading 
depots  have  been  established  at  Prince  Albert,  Saskatoon, 
Regina  and  Moose  Jaw.  After  being  assembled  at  these 
points,  each  churning  is  graded  by  a  Government  grader 
and  then  shipped  in  carload  lots.  Most  of  this  butter 
finds  ready  sale  in  the  markets  of  British  Columbia.  In 
1916  some  was  sold  to  the  Montreal  trade  and  for  export 
to  Great  Britain

PtBH  ManuvactukS.  Hitherto  the  straw  of  the  flax  crop 
in  Western  Canada,  amounting  to  over  a  million  tons,  ha* 
been  burned.  The  fibre  is  too  short  and  too  poor  in  qual- 
ity to  be  profitably  used  in  linen  fabric  or  thread  manu- 
facture. The  fibre  industry  of  Canada  is  at  present  being 
investigated  by  G.  G.  Bramhill.  of  the  Dominion  Experi- 
mental Farms,  Ottawa. 

Flax  Papbk.  It  is  estimated  that  ten  tons  of  flax  straw 
will  malce  one  ton  of  high-class  "half  stuff"  for  paper, 
worth  in  normal  times  $140.00  to  1200.00  per  ton.  The 
following  estimate  of  profit  is  made.  Flax  straw  at  tS.OO 
per  ton;  cost  of  manufacturing,  tlOS.OO  per  ton;  estim- 
ated investment,  including  working  capital  for  mill  pro- 
ducing ten  tons  daily,  $500,000.  When  selUng  the  product 
at  (140.00  per  ton  a  capital  of  S5rO,000  would  pay  annuaUv 
7  per  cent.,  allow  5%  depreciation  and  leave  S40,000. 
Large  scale  production  of  this  half  stuff  has  not  yet  been 
attempted. 

Flax  Tow.  Experiments  in  the  U.S.  have  demonstrated 
that  flax  straw  can  be  utilised  for  the  manufacture  of  flax 
tow  to  replace  imported  tow  from  Europe,  and  for  the 
manufacture  of  counter-board.  See  Bulletin  No.  822, 
Issued  by  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  Dept.  Agriculture, 
Washington. 

FODDER  CROPS— ALrALFA.  The  cultivation  of  alfalfa  is 
attracting  much  interest  in  Saskatchewan.  The  com- 
petition instituted  by  the  Provincial  Government  in  1911 
and  concluded  in  1914,  when  a  silver  trophy  and  some 
S0,300  in  cash  prizes  were  distributed,  has  done  much  to 
increase  the  interest  in  alfalfa.  Alfalfa  has  been  success- 
fully grown  throughout  Saskatchewan. 

Pkaikib  Grassss.  Generally  are  of  two  classes,  vis. 
"prairie  wool"  and  "slough"  or  "marsh"  hay. 

DOMBsnc  Hav.  Timothy  occupies  the  greatest  acreage. 
Rye  and  brome  grasses  are  sown  to  a  lesser  extent.  CloTcr, 
alstke,  alfalfa  and  com  are  reported  in  limited  areas. 

FRUIT  GROWING.  The  smaUer  bush-fruits  grow  in  pro- 
fusion all  through  the  province,  and  an  excellent  quality 
is  obtained.  Larger  fruits  are  in  the  experimental  stage 
as  yet.  A  good  variety  of  early  apples  has  been  produced 
on  the  Experimental  Farm  at  Indian  Head.  The  market 
for  larger  fruits  is  still  supplied  by  the  Ontario,  British 
Columbia  and  Washington  Territory.  U.S.A.

LIVS  'CK.    Saskatchewan  ranks  second   among  tha 

provinces  in  tha  value  o(  live  stock.  The  openinf  of  the  U.S. 
market  has  given  a  great  impetus  to  the  live  stock  industry. 
The  North  Battleford  Live  Stock  Co.  was  formed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  selling  live  stock  to  the  farmers  on  credit,  the  first 
ornnlxation  of  the  kind,  which  has  since  bean  copied  in 
other  places  in  Western  Canada.  The  Live  Stock  Associa- 
tions are  active  organisations  in  promoting  the  interests  of 
stockman.  Tha  Sisskatchewan  Stock  Growers'  Associa- 
tion is  tha  olBdal  organisation  of  the  ranchers  in  South- 
western Saskatchewan.  The  Saskatchewan  Winter  Pair 
Board  holds  Winter  Pairs  at  Regina  and  Saskatoon.  These 
fairs  iudude  fat  stock,  stallions  and  bull  sales.  See  below 
under  Ranching. 

CATTLn.  In  1010  cattle  numbered  218,230  milch  cows  and 
6Se,710  other  cattle. 

Hoaans.  In  1916  there  were  646,633  horses  in  the  province. 
The  Government  has  a  Stallioo  Enrollment  Act  which  is 
of  great  beneAt  in  aiding  the  farmers  to  secure  well-bred 
stock.  Clydesdales  are  the  foremost  breed  in  the  province. 
Pcrcherons  make  a  good  second.  There  are  some  Shires, 
Suffolk  Punch  and  thoroughbreds,  but  they  are  few  in 
number  when  compared  with  the  first  mentioned  breeds. 
Stallion  shows  are  conducted  by  many  of  the  Agricultural 
Societies.  In  the  south-western  part  of  the  province 
ranching  is  still  carried  on  to  a  considerable  extent.  The 
horse  ralring  industry  has  been  steadily  increasing  during 
the  last  few  years  ami  gives  great  promise  for  the  future. 
Work  horses  are  still  being  imported  from  the  older  prov- 
IncBS.  In  1914  the  Provincial  Government  donated  over 
1,300  cavalry  and  utiUery  horses  to  the  British  War  .Office. 

SbSHP.  In  1916  there  were  138,350  sheep  in  the  province. 
There  are  a  few  pure  bred  flocks  in  which  Leicester,  Shrop- 
shire and  Oxford  are  the  breeds  represented.  Ranching 
is  carried  on  as  in  Alberta,  flocks  varying  from  2,''00_  to 
4,000.  The  Government  have  set  aside  certain  districts 
where  leases  for  grazing  alone  can  be  got.  The  sheep  on 
the  ranches  are  mostly  Merino  grades;  the  foundation 
flocks  came  from  Montana.  Shropshircs.  Oxford  ,  Leices- 
ter and  Lincoln  rams  are  used.  Few  sheep  are  fattened 
during  the  winter.

It  is  a  short-growing  wheal,  pro- 
dScing  very  bird  kernels,  and  seldom  weighs  less  than  62 
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or  G3  lbs.  to  the  bushel.  It  is  less  popular  than  the 
Marquis  because  it  is  not  nearly  so  large  a  yielder. 

WiNTBK  Whbat.  In  Saskatchewan  generally,  winter  wheat 
is  not  an  important  crop,  as  it  has  not  been  found  proof 
against  winter  killing,  except  in  a  few  districts  in  the  north 
and  east.

Agricultural  Districts 

This  chapter  contains  descriptions  of  some  of  the  leading 

districts    to    which    immigration    is    attracted.     lUustratiom 

will  be  found  scattered  through  the  Booklet. 

SASKATCHEWAN.  The  province  is  divided  naturally 
into: 

NoRTBBRN  SaskatchBwan.  HeavUy  wooded  beyond  Tp. 
63,  and  has  scarcely  been  explored  yet.  The  Hudson  Bay 
traders,  and  a  few  trappers  and  prospectors,  form  almost 
the  entire  white  population. 

SouTHSRN  SASKATCHBWAN.  South  of  Tp.  63,  and  extend- 
ing to  the  International  Boundary  line,  are  the  great 
prairie  lands  which  have  made  Saskatchewan  so  well 
known  as  an  agricultural  province.  This  area  contains 
86,826,240  acres.  In  1916  there  were  only  17.602,250  acres 
under  the  leading  grain  crops,  although  a  careful  estimate 
shows  that  at  least  57,884,160  acres  of  arable  lands  lie 
within  the  boundaries  of  this  district.  The  country  is 
centrally  divided  by  the  Saskatchewan  River  (navigable), 
and  includes  undulating  prairies,  with  lakes  and  ponds, 
rolling  prairie  with  blufifs  of  poplar  and  high  rolling  coun- 
try, partly  heavily  timbered  with  spruce  and  pine.  Soil 
and  climate  are  peculiarly  adapted  to  cultivation  of  wheat. 

ARCOLA  DISTRICT.  Land  is  slightly  rolling  and  very 
well  drained.
